between capital and labor. 
He wa- a member o f tip* previous 
group that sought lo make recoin 
mendations for the solution of the 
industrial problem. 
The steel mag­ 
nate ret erred- to the present labor 
troubles as disputes between labor 
union leaders and managers of busi­ 
ness.^ Ile declared “ the p u b l i c must 
know ’ that labor unions have “ de­ 
creased production, added to

and raised the expense of living.”
